Her activities also included 95 
visits on m aternity cases where 
bedside care was given; 776 visits 
for bedside m oibitity service; a t­ 
tended to 56 orthopedic cases and 
made 13 social service calls. 
In the clinic in the municipal 
building. Mrs. Carpenter assisted 
also in 49 venereal disease clinics 
in which 1.771 treatm ents 
were 
given. She also made 76 visits to 
homes to look after sick. Daily 
calls are not made to these persons 
and a small fee is charged for 
those who are able to pay for this 
service. 
Cites Local Case 
In connection with her tuber­ 
culosis work. Mrs. C arpenter cited 
a case of a husband and father of 
five children. 38 years of age, who 
learned quite unexpectedly that he 
was suffering from 
tuberculosis. 
His physician recommended that 
he make arrangem ents for treat­ 
ment in a sanatarium . 
W ithout informing his wife he 
returned to his home requesting 
that he occupy a room separate 
from the children and use his own 
dishes until he “recovered from a 
cold.’’ The wife scented 
trouble 
and 
after 
numerous 
inquiries 
learned that her husband was ill 
and should enter a sanatarium . He 
finally was prevailed upon to give 
up his 
work 
and 
arrangem ents 
were made by his physician for 
him to obtain hospitalization. Aft­ 
er several weeks’ treatm ent in a 
sanatarium , 
he 
recovered 
suffi­ 
ciently to return to his home here 
and now is able to do light work 
to assist in the support of his 
family.

These are something unique, unlike 
anything we’ve ever seen before. 
They show, too. th at Suavely Is 
far more outspoken with his play­ 
ers 
than 
the press, which 
has 
painted him as a charter member 
of the crying towel club. aa cold 
and hard to approach. 
He 
Is shy. be probably 
feels 
coaching a team la his business 
and no one else's. 
His players not only have great 
respect for bim but also great, 
friendship, and they say that out 
of season he’s Just as easy fo Bet 
along with as the next man. 
But to return to hi# outspoken­ 
ness to the squad—before the Ohio 
State game he was openly pessimis­ 
tic whenever asked how he thought 
his team would go. 
In the squad 
letter that week, however, appears 
this flat statement: 
Fair Attitude 
"Frankly. I believe we will win 
the game—but win or lose It is not 
a m atter of life or death, for lf we 
plav a creditable game I will be 
satisfied and all sensible Cornell- 
tans the world over will be satis­ 
fied."

In general, however, your 
work was above average.

Detailed Comments 
And such detailed criticisms ss: 
• Matusscrak — On one Syracuse 
line buck on which they made a 
first down, after you diagnosed the 
play you moved into the line at 
half ►peed to meet It and as you 
met the runner you turned your 
head away from him, with the re­ 
sult that he pivoted away from you 
and made his distance.” 
When Snavely, talking Into his 


dictaphone for as much as seven 
long, single-spaced sheets to a let­ 
ter, geta through with the defense 
he pays the same detailed attention 
to the Cornell offense. 
The men eats, slesps. Uvas foot­ 
ball. 
In the sum mer months be spends 
much 
of bls 
time e t coaching 
schools. From these he send# other 
squad letters—Instruct tone to the 
boys on how to k««P fit (they also 
get w ritten advice from T rainer 
Ka vane gh) 
and new theories of 
play which he hee heard from his 
colleagues. 
Some of them Include 
examinations on tactical problems, 
with the answ ers in the ooech’s 
subsequent letter. 
Friends Admire Him 
8navely is not an easy man to 
know, but those close to him swear 
by him. 
His fellow-coaches don’t 
hesitate to rate bim one of the 
best, 
and 
Moss 
Simms, of 
St. 
Mary’s of Texas, where Snavely 
was dean of a coaching school last 
summer, calls him the best and 
adda: 
• 
’’Hell, compared with that guy. 
I’m just blowing up footballs and 
sitting on the bench." 
As for his players, perhaps. Hal 
McCullough’s comment expresses it 
best. 
A fter Cornell’s surprise vic­ 
tory over Ohio State a year ago. 
the boys were coming hack from 
Columbus, and someone asked Mc­ 
Cullough w hat he’d thought of the 
game. 
"Boy. what material.’’ said Soave- 
ly’s triple-threat back.
